their efforts along creative writing in 
play form. The deadline for entries is 
May lst. The winners will be announced in 
October, 


The first award in the amount of $50.00 
is offered for a full-length p The 
second is $20.00 for a one-act pla The 
committee hopes for possible production of 
the manuscripts by one of the mem- 
ber colleges. 


All plays must be original, unpublished | 


and hitherto unproduced. Subject matter 
and treatment must be consistent with 
Christian principles. Participation is not | 
limited to students of member colleges but 
is restricted to colleges within the re- 
gions's three states. All rights, with 
the exception of initial production re- 
main with the writer and all manuscripts 
will be returned. If, in the opinion of 
the judges, no play of sufficient merit is 
submitted, no awards will be made. En- 
tries must be postmarked no later than 
May 1 and mailed to the Drama Dept., Col- 
lege of St. Catherine, St. Paul, Minn. in 
care of Miss Frey,
